Council counters 
Discipline Code

Students’ Council voted 
overwhelmingly last night to 
reject the legitimacy and 
authority of any student 
regulations which are not 
submitted to It for ratification 
before implementation. 

The motion cames as Senate 
prepares to give final approval 
to a proposed code of student 
discipline. The code sets out 
guidelines relating to how 
McGill could punish students 
for committing academic or 
non-academic offences within 
the University. 

"Before students are sub- 
jected to regulations, I think 
that they should agree to be 
subjected to those 
regulations," said Terje An- 
derson, vice-president 
(University Affairs) of. the 
Students' Society. 

Anderson compared the code 
to a contract between students 
and the University, and said 
students should have agreed to 
Its terms before being forced to 
abide by them. 

"If collegiality is really a 
value at McGill, then Senate 
should be willing to do this," he 
said. 

Anderson said the Society 
should "go. to bat" for any 
student prosecuted under the 
code unless It Is ratified by 
Council. He suggested that 
providing students with legal 
defence would be one way to 
do so. 

Society president Todd 
Ducharme supported the 
motion. 

"The University has the 
capacity to bind us with rules, 
and there's nothing we can do 
about It except rant and rave," 
he said. 

"I don’t think Senate is going 
to flock to this, but It's Im- 
portant to take a moral stand." 

VP Finance Salim Tharani 
and Management Represen- 
tative Alan Desouza questioned 
the wording of the motion, 
which they characterized as too 
confrontational. 

"I don't think you can 
question the authority of the 
Senate. This should be watered 
down," Tharani said. 

Anderson stood by the 
wording, saying that If the code 
was amended as proposed by 
student members of Senate, he 
would support Council's 
adoption of the document. But 
he Insisted that Council ap- 
prove the code before it goes 
into effect. 



The motion was amended so 
that copies would be sent to 
the administration and was 
passed with three abstentions 
and no opposition. 

In other business, Council 
tabled a motion moved by 
graduate representative 
Elizabeth Massarell! which 
would have required that 
money collected through the 
new student athletic fee be 
used solely for the upkeep of 
existing athletic facilities, In 
the event that the University 
decides not to build new 
facilities. 

Ducharme said that the 
motion was premature, 
because the fee has been 
challenged before the Society's 
Judicial Board. 

He said that the Board may

Would-be Senators protest

Defeated Arts senator 
candidates Dominic Marini and 
Les Thiele have contested the 
March 4 Students’ Society 
election results for that 
position. 

The Judicial Board met 
Monday night to consider the 
matter, and is expected to rule 
on it soon. Marini has alleged 
that many eligible voters were 
not able to vote March 4, 
because some polling stations 
ran out of Arts senator ballots. 

"I make the request In the 
firm and truthful belief that a 
number of voters were 
disenfranchised or 

discouraged from voting on 
March 4, 1981," he said. 

Les Thiele echoed Marini's 
arguments and also called for a 
re-vote. 

"The fact that there was a 



chain reaction and students 
were forced to go from poll to 
poll to poll constitutes a very 
serious problem," said one of 
Marini’s witnesses. 

Mark Yakabuskl, declared 
winner of the election, began 
his statement by saying, 
"These are serious accusations . 
and If they are serious enough 
to warrant à new election then . 
they are serious accusations." 

Yakabuskl questioned the 
validity of a new election on the 
grounds that many people 
would not bother to vote a 
second time. 

"There is no failsafe 
mechanism to get people to 
vote," he said. 

Peter MacArthur, chief 
returning officer, attributed the 
confusion to high voter turnout. 
"In any election, problems will 
occur and It is a question as to 



the degree of problems," he 
said. 

"DROs (deputy returning 
officers) were not being 
careless; it was a simple 
problem of high voter turnout," 
MacArthur said. 

"What happened on election 
day was In no way In gross 
excess of what happened on 
other election days," 
Yakabuskl said.

Parizeau 

budget 

to hurt 
McGill

With the cutbacks in 
University funding included in 
the budget announced by 
Finance Minister Jacques 
Parizeau last. week,. McGill 
faculties will face cutbacks 
averaging 5.7 percent In 
September. 

The Parizeau budget in- 
creases the grant to Quebec 
universities to $800,795,000, 
only 6.6 percent over last year's 
allotment. 

According to Vice Principal 
Finance John Armour, a grant 
of $958,000,000 would have 
been required to allow 
universities to cover the current 
12 percent inflation rate. 

McGill's allotment under the 
grant formula is $113,682,000, 
an increase of only 4.5 percent 
over last year’s grant of 
$109,042,000. 

McGill's grant is lower than 
the average Increase for 
Quebec universities of 6.6 
percent because the rate of 
growth of McGill's student 
body is the second lowest In 
the province. The grant formula 
per university Is based upon the 
growth in student numbers over 
the three years prior to the 
budget year. 

Armour told Senate Wed- 
nesday the University had 
already projected a 3.2 percent 
cutback for the 1981-82 year in 
Its preliminary budgetary 
proposal drafted last 
November. 

The grant allotment to the 
University under the Parizeau 
budgetary proposals forces 
McGill to cut back a further 2.5 
percent "across the board", 
Armour said. 

The cutbacks will affect 
faculties with declining 
enrollment more severely than 
those with stable growth. 

Armour’s latest budget will 
cut Agriculture by 11.4 percent, 
continued on Page 11

Kenneth Elliot of the Depart- 
ment of Biochemistry. 

"To speak of liberalizing 
tendencies In South Africa is to 
give our Interpretation to 
something that Is absolutely 
unknown to their society," said 
Balk. 

Committee chairperson 
Hugh Hallward said, “I perceive 
that South Africans realize It Is 
In their self-interest to get rid of 
apartheid." 

On the issue of divestment, 



Hallward said, "If you dump 
Investments In companies on 
the cutting edge of change are 
you not in a sense betraying 
them (black South Africans) 
rather than encouraging 
them?" 

Professor Tully, who had 
presented the motion In sup- 
port of divestment passed by 
the Political Science Depart- 
ment on February 19, added, 

"In terms of the moral Issue 
we have a responsibility as a

Budget cutbacks announced 
by the provincial government 
recently will seriously affect 
the quality and quantity of 
social services, according to a 
member of the Ville Marie 
social services centre. 

David Ney, representative of 
COPS, the Social Workers 
Union, said that English- 
language social services are 
already In a bind. The cutbacks 
would force the centre to end a 
number of programs, he said. 

The Ville Marie centre has 
already undertaken a program 
to reduce Its budget, aimed at 
eliminating a $600,000 deficit. 

The centre Is the main 
agency used by McGill for field 
work placements. 

The new budget cuts will 



eliminate 60 to 70 jobs, ac- 
cording to COPS member 
Jackie Redmond. However, she 
said the union would not at- 
tempt to fight the cuts, and 
would concentrate Instead on 
preserving as many jobs as 
possible. 

Redmond said that the cuts 
were inevitable. 

Ney said that students en- 
tering social work studies 
expecting to get a job af- 
terwards are in for a shock. 

One concerned social work 
student said yesterday "The 
school should not admit 
students Into the faculty on the 
pretext that they will get jobs.” 

A study session Is planned 
by social work students for next 
Monday to discuss the matter.

For the German ex- 
perimental group Werkhaus 
Moosach, theatre Is a com- 
bination of dance, music, 
movement and Improvisation 
that takes the production 
beyond the limits of traditional 
theatre. 

Established in Munich In 
1977, the group Is now on a 
North American tour and will 
be performing The Parzlvai 
Case In Montreal. 

Parzlvai Is based on a 
medieval epic of a would-be 
knight who leaves the stifling 
protection of his mother to 
seek adventure In the 
unknown world. Unfortunately, 
because of Parzlval's 
misguided intentions, he can 
leave only suffering and grief 
behind him. 

Rhythm is the most Im- 
portant medium In the play, 
according Werkhaus 
Moosach's founders Axel 
Tangerdlng and Ulrike DOpfer. 

“Rhythm underlies 
everything in life," said 
DOpfer. "You can use It In 
music, in language, In words, 
in breathing. It's rhythm that 
lets us move from one art 
discipline to the next." 

The group tries to expand 
the theatre's connections with 
the other arts. "We are looking 
for new Impulses In theatre," 
said Tangerdlng. "Traditional 
theatre doesn't develop

Darkness prevails and a 
shrill scream Is heard in the 
distance. Following it Is 
another, and suspense quickly 
breaks into laughter as the 
lights rise to reveal three 
elfish “men" being chased by 
a bear whose attire evokes 
memories of primary school 
Halloween parties. There is a 
shift to the cottage of an old 
woman named Madge, a 
refuge for the pursued trio, . 
and the comedy becomes 
bawdy à la Shakespeare. 

“Hear my tale or kiss my 
tall," are Madge’s words 
before beginning her story 
which Is the essence of the 
play. 

The Old Wives’ Tale, by 
George Peele, Is an English 
Department Theatre Lab 
production which bills itself as 
an Elizabethan work. It differs 
from traditional Elizabethan 
drama, however, In that the 
natural progression of the 
action is broken, giving the 
play a discontinuous dream 
structure. Another Interesting 
variation concerns, the casting; 
female actors perform most of 
the male roles, a complete 
reversal of the theatrical 
tradition of the times. 

As Madge commences with 
her tale, the characters spring 
to life and take over her 
narrative. Madge, as portrayed 



by Esther Blenstock, has only 
one fault: the incongruity of 
being played by a student, a 
problem which was also 
present In Les Belles Soeurs. 
Fortunately Madge's age Is 
not overly emphasized and the 
character does not come 
across as totally ludicrous. 

The actual tale is slightly 
hard to follow with the con- 
stant jumps from on? situation 
to another. Basically it In- 
volves an evil sorcerer who 
transforms himself into a 
young man, kidnaps the king’s 
daughter, and the subsequent 
search for her by a number of 
people, including a quixotic 
knight. This is hardly an 
original plot but Peele's ap- 
parent aim, according to the 
program, was to parody "the 
excesses of romance writers." 

The actors are only partially 
successful in presenting It as 
such. Michael Wener as 
Huanebango, the bungling 
knight who Is forced to wheel 
around his sword due to Its 
enormous size, dpes a 
striking job in exaggerating his 
character and provides most 
of the humour In the play. 
Allain Lallouz as a mercenary 
Churchwarden also proves 
talented at caricatures. 

Sacrapant, the sorcerer 
(Donna Gill), Is uneven, and 
the purely villainous character 
he Is meant to have is 





clouded. Esther Bienstock’s 
part as Delia, the "damsel In 
distress", Is much better than 
her role as Madge, yet her 
lines aren't sufficient to allow 
her to fully exploit the 
stereotype, a fault of the 
playwright rather than the 
actor. 

Other sub-plots In the tale 
include two sisters sent off to 
a magical well to be married, 
and a ghost (whom - Fazeela 



Mohammed invests with an 
Arlel-llke quality) who aids a 
man In return for a previous 
favour but almost causes a 
tragedy over the issue of 
honour. 

The set is fairly bare but the 
lighting Is notable on occasion 
for making It stand out. The 
costumes are remarkably 
detailed and colourful; the 
play Is almost worth seeing for 
their sake alone.-Un- - - • v.v.

anything new — it just repeats

DOpfer sees the same 
problems in all traditional 
disciplines and found we had 
something In common — we 
all wanted to expand what we 
were doing." 

"Sometimes I feel art Is very 
old-fashioned," added' 
Tangerdlng. "The artist Is still 
caught up In his individual 
form. We’re trying to open up 
many disciplines. We don’t 
know where it will lead but 
hope It will open up new 
fields." 

The Parzlvai production is 
the result of a year's 
development and rehearsal. 

The company starts with some 
written material for a base. 
Then lots of research, 
thinking, discussion, and 
finally improvisation is done as 
to how the play should be 
presented. 

"We study the play and look 
for the roles within us," said 
DOpfer. "We have the ar- 
chetypes for all characters 
contained In ourselves, and we 
must discover them." 

If the themes of the play 
come across strongly to one 
member of the company, that 
person takes over the directing 
of the play. 

"We feel In art we can’t be 
democratic," said Tangerdlng. 
"If you are too democratic, the 
result Is mediocre and boring. 
We are looking for ex- 
tremities." 

The group also feels that 



experimental theatre leads to 
individual development. 

“I could never go back to 
traditional theatre," said 
DOpfer. "In traditional theatre 1 
didn’t have a chance to be 
responsible and think about 
what I did — you were just a 
small part of a machine that 
had to run In a certain way. 
Here I have the chance to 
keep on learning and 
developing myself. I’m totally

existence."

the peanut. Its two horizontally i 
opposed nuts In one shell are 
a metaphor of Its fans, who | 

can be divided into two groups | 
with diametrically opposed 
views on what peanut butter 1 

should be. 

For the more prosaic among 
us, peanut butter makes a 
nifty snack with jam on bread. 
This silent majority never 
bothers to look beyond the 
supermarket shelf for their 
peanut butter. They have been 
raised on box lunches 
featuring the most processed, 
most homogenized, most 
sweetened peanut butter k 
available slathered over 
bleached white Wonder Bread. 
Years of conditioning has 
somehow convinced them that 
this mulch Is Indeed “peanut 
butter", Just as a city kid may 
take a fire hydrant for a 
waterfall. 

But the other side of the 
shell Is the true peanut butter 
connoisseur — the purist. This 
tasteful individual Is perturbed 
by the dizzying assortment of 
preservatives, oils and other 
sundry additives that come 
between himself and that 
elusive "true peanutty taste". 

The true aficionado will 
settle for nothing less than 
pure unadulterated ground 
peanuts, preferably fresh, and 
with as little embellishment on 
the container as possible. The 
real zealots go a step further 
and shun the distractions of 
bread and jam to eat their 
coveted spread straight off the 
knife. These purists may 
while away with half a kilo 
of the pure stuff in one hand 
and something from Sartre or 
Camus in the other, at one 
with the cosmos. 

But the Weekly was hot 
cognizant of this polarization 
wTien It assembled a blue- . 
ribbon panel of six earlier this 
week to provide Its readers 
with the definitive peanut 
butter taste test. The price of 
this delicacy has shot up more 
than 100% since Christmas 
and the Weekly wants to be 
sure Its readers shop wisely in 
these inflationary times. 

The panelists were selected 
from all walks of life and held 
radically different levels of 



peanut butter consciousness. 
Included were a sociologist, 
an English major, a journalist, 
a social climber, an economist 
and an American. 

The subjects of this palate- 
prodding were four brands of 
peanut butter, two natural, and 
two highly processed. They 
were: Vogel's Natural Peanut 
Butter, crunchy variety ($3.99 
for 500 grams at Vogel's 
Health Food chain); ground 
peanut butter In a white, 
unmarked contalnfer($2.49 lb. 
from General Nutrition Cen- 
tres); Sklppy Peanut Butter — 
the old American stalwart that 
has been the ruin of untold 
would-be connoisseurs over 
the decades ($2.53 lb. at 
Steinberg’s), and Kraft, In- 
cluded to represent Canada’s 
burgeoning food 
multinationals (also $2.53 at 
Steinberg’s). 

After preparing an elaborate 
list of criteria such as taste, 
texture, consistency and 
“general peanuttlness", the 
panel quickly discovered that 
such details were really In- 
cidental. Choice of peanut 
butter was largely connected 
to the much broader question 
of childhood environment, 
lifestyle, political outlook and 
self-image. 

The Skippy at once proved 
to be the most controversial. 
Members of the panel 
described the aroma as “In- 
dustrial" and "antiseptic" and' 
Its texture as "suspiciously 
smooth". Indeed, the texture 
was more evocative of some 
new plastic than of a 
nutritious protein-packed 





weatherstripping around the 
home. 

The other peanut butter to 
win over two panelists was the 
ground mixture In the un- 
marked container from 
General Nutrition Centre. 
Obviously the antithesis of the 
Sklppy, the GNC sample was 
judged unanimously to have 
the most peanutty aroma, 
though the social climber 
compared Its texture to 
aquarium gravel and its colour 
to infant excrement. Several 
panelists were perturbed when 
it bounced back to the touch. 
Unsurprisingly, the economist 
and the English major — 
another purist — were beside 
themselves with gustatory 
pleasure, though they were 
equally Impressed with its 
simplicity, and low cost. 

"A peanut butter for the 
proletariat," said the 
economist. 

"A truly satisfying spread," 
said the English major, a 
vegetarian who has been into 
East Asian philosophies since 
age 12. 

The Kraft, chosen only to 
Increase Canadian content to 
CRTC standards was, alas, 
predictably Canadian. Praised 
only by the social climber — 
an unwitting betrayal of his 
lower middle-class roots — it 
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casse-croute. The stuff also 
tasted little better than cotton 
candy — it Is very light, as 
though whipped, and just 
melts in your mouth never to 
be processed again. On whole 
wheat bread It was a 
miserable failure. 

Just the same, the journalist 
and the American swore by it. 

"I like It because It’s 
smooth and processed," said 
the journalist, a testament to 
the Jaded cynicism of her 
profession. 

Said the American: “It 
stands for ail the values I’ve 
grown up with." 

Even the economist, a 
decided purist who could 
barely stomach the Sklppy, 
praised its versatility, saying 
he could use it for caulking or 



smelt less processed than the 
Sklppy and had less preser- 
vatives, and was therefore 
even more bland. But it could 
In no way Interest the purists. 
Like the Juno awards, all it 
had to speak of was Its 
Canadianness. 

The Vogel's Natural peanut 
butter was the only "crunchy" 
one tested and it was just this 
trait that killed It. In their 
fervent desire to make the 
product seem truly ’natural", 
the Vogel people neglected to 
crush the nuts, leaving the 
spread as little more than 
whole peanuts with a little soft 
matter between them. 

This somehow caught the 
sociologist’s fancy. "A 
metaphor for our civilization," 
was her Inscrutable comment.

The basic weekend staple of 
university students looks like a 
plastic donut and weighs as 
much as a bag of marbles. The 
bagel or, as it Is known in 
Yiddish, beygel, is by 
definition a leaven ring-shaped 
roll. It was introduced into 
North America at the turn of 
the century when Jewish 
people emigrated from Russia. 

"It all started in the Jewish 
community in White Russia, 
somewhere near Poland. Jews 
immigrated to New York and 
Lender’s Bakery made the first 
American bagel," says Joe 
Morena, 19-year veteran of the 
Bagel Shop, commonly 
referred to as "the factory", on 
St. Vlateur West. 

All-natural organic 
ingredients are used in the 
bagel mixing process and the 
result is a 200 pound "lump" 
of dough. The dough Is cut 
Into smalls trips by an 
ebullient "dough roller" and 
formed into rings. The rings

Bagel Bakery on Falrmount 
Ave. The Bagel Bakery Is run 
by the grandson of the original 
bagel family in Montreal, the 
Schlefmans. Their bagel 
bakery has been serving 
Montrealers on and off since 
1920, first on St. Laurent and 
now on Falrmount. 

Whereas The Bagel Bakery 
does not have the charm or 
friendliness of the bagel 
factory on St. Viateur it 
nevertheless offers a large 
selection of bagels. The 
choice runs from the original 
three (sweet, poppy, and 
sesame) to the newer 



creations (the braided “Bozo 
Bagel," and the flavored 
garlic, onion, cinnamon raisin, 
carraway, and kimmel bagels). 

Falrmount’s bagels, 
although judged generally to 
be very doughy by the panel, 
brought mixed reviews: The 
sesame bagels were found to 
be lush, sweet and full while 
the mixed ones were salty and 
sharp.

If Roman Polanski's latest 
cinematic effort was made as 
an attempt to redeem himself 
wltn the Hollywood com- 
munity, he has more than 
succeeded. Tess has received 
nothing but laudatory reviews, 
and rightfully so. It is a 
beautiful movie: controlled, 
well-paced, and with a 
storyline adhering strictly to 
thu Thomas Hardy novel on 
which it Is based. 

For Polanski, Tess seems to 
have been an exercise in 
restraint. There Is little in the 
novel that could appeal to 
Polanski’s penchant for the 
horrific, of the type displayed 
in Rosemary's Baby, The 
Tenant, and his version of 
Macbeth. 

There Is plenty of op- 
portunity for sexual display 
(especially In the rape scene, 
the key event of the book) but 
Polanski wisely opts for the 
suggestive rather than the 
explicit. The seduction/rape 
takes place on a wooded trail, 
and the scene Is largely ob- 
scured by the dust raised In 
the struggle. One of the most 
erotic-moments comes when 
Toss’ husband kneels before 
her and unlaces one of her 
boots; Polanski chooses to 
display the sensual rather than. 
the overtly sexual. 

His choice for Tess, 
nineteen-year-old Nastassia 
Kinski, Is perfect in this 
respect. The camera em- 
phasizes her face rather than 
her body, and Polanski may 
have chosen her for her lips 
alone: we see them displayed 
to full advantage, surrounding 
a strawberry proffered by her 
bogus cousin, and hesitantly 
pursing as he teaches her to 
whistle. 

Peter Firth does well in his 
role as the morally confused 
Angel Clare. In one of the best 
expositions of the double 
standard ever filmed, Clare 
confesses to a cheap and brief, 
affair before his marriage to 
Tess. She, relieved that he too 



aristocracy". 

As Alexander D’Urbervllle, 
the evil part of this unhappy 
love triangle, Leigh Lawson is 
cynical and thoroughly im- 
moral, yet manages to evoke 
some measures of sympathy 
from the audience, if not from 
Tess. The rest of the cast is 
just as good, particularly Tess’ 
fellow milkmaids at the dairy 
farm where she meets Clare. 

Reviewers have described 
Kinski’s (Tess') performance 
as the only weak point in the 
film. Fortunately (although she 
appears In nearly every scene) 
she speaks relatively few. 
lines. Her country English 
accent Is not totally con- 
vincing, perhaps as the result 
of a lingering German accent. 
The part of an unremltted 
victim does not allow for much 
emotional range, however, and 
If Kinski’s character seems 
fuzzy, particularly toward the 
end of the film, it is an ac- 
curate reflection of the 
numbing effects of tragedy. 

Many of Polanski’s 
shots are animated ver- 
sions of paintings by 
European masters: Millet’s The 
Gleaners and the equestrian 
portraits of George Stubbs. 
Polanski fills every frame, so 
that no shot during the three 
and a half hours running time 
seems superfluous

In a later scene in Italy, 
Albin, dressed as a peasant 
woman, Is seen working In the 
fields. The camera moves in 
toward his face and for one 
brief but very real moment, 
he/she Is beautiful. It is 
perhaps a combination of the 
lighting and Michel Serrault’s 
facial expression that achieve 
such a striking effect. In the 
next moment it Is gone, but 
the memory of that one 
glimpse of true femininity 
amidst all the fooling around 
serves to remind us that 
perhaps the line that 
separates man from woman Is 
Indeed Imaginary.

Education by 8.6 percent and 
Nursing by 9.4 percent. 

The Arts budget will be cut by 
5.6 percent, Engineering by 3.9 
percent and Science by 5.7 
percent. 

Even with the overall 5.7 
percent cutback In faculty 
budgets, McGill will be unable 
to make ends meet, Armour 
told the Dally. 

Adding the 4.5 percent grant 
Increase to the 5.7 percent 
saved by the cutbacks McGill 
will still face an increased 
deficit with inflation for 
university operating costs at 
over 12 percent. 

Armour said the University 
will negotiate with the McGill 
Association of University 
Teachers (MAUT) In an effort to 
reduce the amount of salary 
Increases for the 1981-82 year.’ 
Wages and salaries make up 
77 percent of the average 
operating costs in Quebec 
universities.
